CORPSES FOUND 
“IN RIVER'S MUD 
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Death Roll Now Reaches 78, and 
Many Others Are Missing. 
Greater Part of North To- 
peka Is Best Described 
as « Waste.

Topeka, Kans., 
the Topeka flood now number seventy- 
eight. 

A boatman this afternoon reported that 
seven bodies had been found néar the 
north end of Harrison street. The un- 
fortunates were: 

Mrs. Jessie Shaw and four children; a 
man and woman named Shunkwefter, all 
from Sherry. 

The body, of a man named Edwards 
was picked up by a party near Soldier 
creek. Other. bodies found today were 
those of Mrs. Nellie. Watson, Mfs.. Min- 
nie Prayers and George McDonald. These 
were caught in the wreckage. 

‘People working in the flooded district 
fear that many more will be found 
drowned as the floog recedes and that 
the list of dead will not be far from 10. 

Thirty or more people are now classed 
as missing. Without doubt some of the 
bodies will never be recovered. 

The water has now receded over 6 feet 
and is going down at a rate of an inch 
every hour. Good work is now being 
done to secure what property is left. 

In the part of town north and west of 
the Rock Island bridge the damage is 
very great. The houses were mostly 
small and in the full foree of the cur- 
rent. 

The yards were swept clean of out- 
buildings and many of the houses turned 
a quarter of the way around and partiai- 
ly slipped from their foundations. Far- 
ther east the outbuildings are nearly all 
gone, but the houses are still standing. 
A few blocks west of Kansas river some 
of the outbuildings are still standing, and 
over town are scores and scores of out- 
buildings in all sorts of positions. The 
small houses which were in the full 
force of the current are about the only 
ones which were wrenched from their 
foundations. 

The greater part of North Topeka is a 
reat waste of sand piled up over the 
streets, house floors, railroad tracks and 
everything, burying the city from a mere 
coating to a depth of 2 or 3 dnd some 
places 4 feet. All over the west part 
of the city the sand banks are every- 
where. The Union Pacifie and the Rock 
Island tracks are covered with them in 
places to a depth of 3 feet, and in places 
the water is still running under the ties. 

Door-yards are piled high with sand. 
On some of the houses it reaches to the 
windows and is banked up against the 
doors. At others it is piled in the door- 
yard and a big dish in the sand bank 
is left near this, where the current 
swirled around. This sand is all over the 
city. Along Gordon street, where all the 
boatmen were wary and careful while 
the water was at its height, there are 
great sand banks along each side. 

The middle of the street is still almost 
clear of sand, but on each side where 


the current was not so swift there are 


banks filling many of the yards up to the

In St. Louis All Buildings Along the 
Water Front Have Been Aban- 
doned—People Are Wad- 
ing Through Water to 
High Points. 


St, Louis, June 5.—The terrific force 
and the destructive magnitude of the 
great flood that is sweeping down the 
Missigsippi-is steadily increasing in vol- 


| urhe, and is now being felt in St. Louls 


and vicinity to an alarming extent. 

At 7 o'clock tonight the stage had 
reached 34.2 feet, a rise of .7 feet since 
7 oOclock this morning. Government 
Forecaster Bowie tonight issued a bulle- 
tin in predicting a -stage of 35 feet by 
tomorrow noon, % feet by Sunday and 
37 feet on Monday. The Mississippi north 
of the mouth of the Missouri is rising 
still, but the rapidity of-the rise has 
been diminished because of the breaks 
in levees. 

The great Sny levee, which extends for 
miles along the Illinois shore from Han- 
nibal northward, broke today and the. 
waters devastated thousands of acres of 
fertile farming lands. Possibly some lives 
may be lost, but no deaths had been 
reported up to 8 o'clock “tonight. 

Later in the day the flood forced a 
passage through the levee at Madison, 
Ills., just north of St. Louis. This levees 
is 15 miles long, and for days men have 
been hard at work endeavoring to 
strengthen it. Carioads of bags of sand 
and ail other available material were 
dumped in, but the flood washed out 
the filling and the break is constant 
widening. 

West Granite, a town of 2,00 people, 
is under water. In 8t. Louis the b 
ings along the river front have practi- 
cally been abandoned, ag the first floors 
are over a foot under water, which stands 
tonight 2 feet deep on the top of the 
steamboat levee.

In South St. Louis fully 100 families, 
living near the mouth of the river Des 
Peres, were forced to! leave their houses 
today. Men, and in some cases even 
women, worked to their waists in the 
swirling waters, anchoring their homes 
to high ground. Many families had re- 
mained in their homes even after the 
water had risen several feet deep in 


the first floors, but today were driven 
forth.

The lecture will be delivered in At- 
lanta under the auspices of the several 
local camps vf confederate veterans, and 
the furid derived from the entertain- 
ment will be sent to Gainesville as a con- 
tribution from the Atlanta veterans and 
Judge Speer for the sufferers’ Judge 
Speer has generously volunteered to de- 
liver the address as a benefit for the 
storm victims and the invitation to do 
so will probably go forward to him to- 
day. 

Captiin Frank Meyers, commander of 
No. 159, United Confed- 
erate Veterans, now has the matter in 
hand and has called a meeting of the 
executive committee 4f that camp for 
today. Commanders Sid Holland, J. S&S. 
Prather and S. H. Landrum, of the other 
camps, will also meet Captain Meyers 
and the matter will be given definite 
shape during the. day. 

Judge Speer makes the annual com- 
mencement oration at Emory next Tues- 
day. He has devoted considerable atten- 
tion for some weeks to the preparation 
of this address and it is said that his 
theme, the subject being ‘‘Robert E.

New President Calls on All 
Macon Citizens To Aid 
College.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., June 5—(Special.)—Prattle 
and songs of students no longer echo 
through the halls of Wesleyan college. 
The last members of the varioug classes 
have gone and the: old college hill is 
now quiet, and, except for the resident 
teachors, the college building is desert- 
ed. 

Dr. Roberts, late president of the col- 
lege, will soon leave for Atlanta, where he 
will remain until his future movements 
are détermined. The rumor in circulation 
that Dr. Roberts contemplated entering 
the real estate business in Atlanta are in- 
correct, and are given an emphatic denial 
today by Dr. Roberts. 

“It is true,” said Dr. Roberts, “I wag 
once in the real estate business, but it 
is not true that I contemplate returping 
to that field, as has been published.’’ 

Dr. Roberts asserts that the college 
building is abundantly equipped with 
means of eScape in event of a fire. He 
declares that the situation does not pre- 
sent the least alarming aspect. 

Hon. Dupont Guerry, the new president 
of Wesleyan, prints in The Macon News 
today a card, Among other paragraphs. 
are the following: 

‘You are so kind and generous to the 
college and myself as her new president, 
I take the liberty of saying through your 
columns a few things, especially to the 
people of Macon and Bibb county, con- 
cerning this great and vital interest of 
theirs, and what may prove to be my life 
work. 

‘‘More than four score years ago, weak 
and struggling Georgia Methodism, poor 
in purse, but full of zeal and courage 
and inspired by Providence, obtained @ 
charter and inaugurated the first of fe- 
male colleges and set it as a coronet on 
the brow of the infant queen city of Ma- 
con, where it still rests, though now a 
great crown spangled with jewels of 
Christian womanhood throughout our 
land. 

“After many vicissitudes of war as 
well as peace, the old institution is now 
enjoying a new and greater era of pros- 
perity and usefulness, begun under the 
able administration of Dr. Roberts, my 
faithful and tireless predecessor. He has 
given the college some of the best years 
of his life. I can only hope to give her 
the last useful ones of mine. 

‘‘Macon was not chosen by my parents 
for my birthplace, but by myself as the 
place in which to live and to die. 

‘‘As far as such a great institution can 
be local, Wesleyan college belongs to 
Macon. : 

“She is Macon’s most, to appreciate and 
enjoy; first, to cherish and protect; best, 
to serve and promote. 

“T rejoice at the warm and generous re- 
ception given by the city to my most 
unexpected elevation to the presidency of 
the institution, but in the interest of the 
college and city, I ask for more—namely, 
general cooperation among all Macon and 
Bibb county people in aid of my admin- 
istration. 

‘1 am not a man of lasting animosities, 
prejudices, revenges, resentments, griev- 
ances, or disappointments; and I retire 
from the bar, politics and journalism 
without any of them. 

"May I not ask al! of my fellow citizens 
as well as all my friends to help me to 
make Wesleyan college all that she should 
be to Macon and to the world, and to 
make Macon al! that she should be to the 
college. Very sincerely,

Alleged That Discovery of Body of 
Murdered Christian Boy Inflamed 
Russians—Reference Made 


to Lynching of Negroes 
in United States. 


New York, June 5.—The Christian Her- 
ald, in response to @ cablegram sent to 
the czar, asking for an official report 
of the occurrences at Kishinef has re- 
ceived a reply from the director of the 
Russian police department. The reply 
says: 

‘The strained relations existing be- 
tween the Russians and Jews of _Bes- 
sarabia were made worse by. the fact of 
finding in an outlying village a nrur- 
dered Christian boy. The murder was at- 
tributed by the population to the Jewish 
ritual habits. Official denials of the rit- 
ual murder were not given credit by the 
peasants, who attributed other murders 
of Christians in the towns of Kieff and 
Kishinef likewise to the Jews. 

‘On Easter day, in the market place 
of Kishinef, the. workers while holiday- 
making saw the Jewish proprietor of a 
carousing machine strike a Christian 
woman, who fell to the ground, letting 
go her infant baby.. This incident was 
the immediate cause of an outburst. ‘The 
workers began breaking windo’ss and 
‘pulling down Jewish stores as a sign of 
protest. The police, who always ,leave 
much to be desired in provincial towns, 
failed to make efficacious intervention, 
many thousands of the mass of onlookers 
and holiday-makers approving the. riot 
and hindering the policemen’s actions. 

“After demonstrators came plunderers, 
the outbreak lasting from 5 in the after- 
roon to 10 in the evening, and ieaving 
nine Jewish bodies on the place, Night 
brought the disturbances to an end.” 

On the next day there were further en- 
counters and the Christian was _ killed. 
“This,’’ says the report, ‘called fortn 
the popular passion in all its abject force 
and abomination, the Russian peasants 
when driven to frenzy and excited by 
race and religious hatred, and under the 
influence of alcohol, being worse than 
the Americans who iynch negroes.” 

The report concludes by saying that in 
consequence of the official investigation, 
‘the governor, the chief of police and 
some other officials were dismissed out- 
right, many hundreds of rioters are in 
prison and hard work in the Siberian 
mines awaits them. The minister of the 
interior has issued a circular to gov- 
ernors all over Russia, authorizing them 
to make immediate use of firearms in 
cases of anti-Jewish disturbances. The 
Russian government is the first to dis- 
approve of such horrible acts of violence, 
but it cannot, in compliance with the re- 
quests of a radical and revolutionary 
press, give the Jews new rights of citi- 
zenship, as this would be sure to drive 
the Russian population to new excesses 
against the Jews, who are hated by the 
peasants with such extraordinary force.”

Large Crowd Was at Washington 
Depot To Greet the Return of 
the President from His Two 
Months’ Trip to the 
West. 


Washington, June 5.—President Roose- 
velit returned to Washington tonight 
from his memorable trip of over two 
months throughout the west. 
given a hearty reception .by the people 
of the capital, who Mned the sidewalks 
as his carriage, escorted by the battal- 
ion of High School Cadets, was driven 
to the white. house. 

The president cordially responded to the 
greetings given him and repeatedly stood 
up In his carriage and waved his hat and 


the picture of health. 

There was a large gathering of officials 
at the Pennsylvania railroad station 
when the president arrived. Drawn up in 
Hine was a detachment of Spanish war 
vetcrans, 

Promptly at 7 o’clock the train bear- 
img the president and his party rolled 
into the station. There was a shcut of 
“Welcome home,’’ as President Roosevelt 
made his appearance on the platform and 
it continued while the president was 
in or about the station. The president 
spent a very few minutes in exchanging 
greetings with the assembled officia’s. He 
talked longer with Postmaster General 
Payne than with any of the others, the 
latter throwing his arms about the pres- 
ident and apparently whispering to him. 
The president, accompanied by Captain 
Cowles in full uniform, then entered a 
carriage and with his party was escort- 
ed by the battalion of High School Ca- 
dets along Pennsylvania avenue to the 
white house grounds. 

At the entrance to the white house 
grounds the cadets halted and‘ the presi- 
dent and his party passed them in review. 
The avenue was lined with people and the 
applause which greeted the president on 
every hand was outspoken and cordial. 

The marine band gave a concert in the 


a brief addrésg of thanks for the greeting, 
saying one thing had struck him during 
his trip and that was the ‘‘substantialness 
of the American people.” 

. The trip just completed has been in 
some respects the most remarkable a 
president has ever taken. Mr. Roosevelt 
and his party traveled over 14,000 miles on 
railroads and several hundred miles in 


stage coaches and. carriages, but > mot an | 


accident marred their journéy, During 
the sixty-five days that the president 
spent on the road he made 265 speeches. 

One of the remarkable features of the 
trip was the non-partisan spirit display - 
ed in the reception of the president every- 
where, Democratic as well as republican 
mayors united in extending him a wei- 
coming hand. While at Springfieid, llis, 
former Vice President Stevenson rode in 
the carriage with the president. Tae 
crowds in the different places visited 
were orderly and friendly and gave the 
secret service men litt‘e cause for con- 
cern.

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MORRIS BROWN 
TRUSTEES MEET 


Presiding Elders Counci 
. Held Session in the 
Afternoon. 


The trustees of Morris Brown college 
finished up their business yesterday, and 
Bishop H. M. Turner held a session of 
the presiding elders’ council in the after- 
noon. 

A most important feature of the com- 
mencement was the report of Rev. R. D. 
Stinson, the collecting agent of the school, 
It showed that successful meetings for 
(Morris Brown college had been held in 
reveral cities, and especially in New 
York. It said that while only $900 had 
been collected in the last six months, 
wealthy white people had been favorably 
impressed with the work done at Morris 
Bro college. 

Bishop W. B.. Derrick, of New York, 
made some remarks upon the report, 
which was unanimously adopted. He 
said that Dr. Stinson had made a mag- 
nificent’ impression in New °York city, 
and that, if the church has good sense, 
it will support him in his efforts. 

President WHenderson’s report stated 
that the teaching force had been eighteen 
instructors and that 512 students had 
been in attendance. It said that during 
the year the central building, costing 
$18,000. had been completed; a new in- 
dustrial building had been erected: that 
the nurse-training department was fairly 
started, and other improvements made. 

A heroic sized bust of Bishop Derrick, 
executed by Professor J. A. Brockett, was 
presented to Bishop Derrick by the trus- 
tees.

A Kansas City business man, stopping 
a* the Piedmont yesterday, told some 
harrowing stories about the flood at his 
home, which he left Tuesday night. 

“It would be hard to say,” he re- 
marked, “how many animals, cattle, 
sheep, horses and hogs met their death 
by drowning. 

‘‘A portion of the stock yards and sur- 
rounding territory was inundated and the 
animals in the pens could not be gotten 
out, and simply perished. The Swift 
company lost 3,000 sheep the first thing, 
and the others in the packing and stock 
business all sustained heavy losses of a 
similar nature. 

“An effort was made to save a large 
number of horses used in the hauling 
for a number of packing houses. These 
animals were carried and driven to the 
second and third stories of ware houses 
and other buildings and left, it being 
then thought that they would remain 
above the water level. But the flood 
reached them after all; that is, a great 
part of them, and they were drowned. 
It was impossible to bring food to the 
others and they died of exposure and 
starvation. 

“Altogether the flood at Kansas City 
was a most terrible thing, heartrending 
in many of its aspects. Some people 
profited by it, however. I know of one 
man who owned an electric launch and 
earned $1,300 and $1,400 in two days fer- 
rying people from Kansas City, Mo.. te 
Kansas City, Kans. He charged $% a 
passenger and hauled all he could possi- 
bly crowd into his boat.”

RAILWAY TRUST 
BEING FOUGHT 


Minnesota Gets Northern 
Securities Company Into 
Court. — 


Mary 


St. Paul, June §6.—Arguments were be- 
gun today. before United States Judge 
Lochren in the case of the state of Min- 
nesota v. The Northern Securities Com- 
pany and the roads mwhose control is 
merged in the New Jersey corporation. 
The arguments are based upon practically 
the same testimony in most respects as 
that in the case against the merger by 
the federal government. The state's 
case, however, is on entirely different 
grounds. The federal case alleged a vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law. The 
state’s case ig brought.under a provision 
of the Minnesota constitution, which spe- 
cifically prohibits the connection of a 
parallel and competing lines of rail- 
way. 

The case rests on statutes prohibiting 
the connection “in any manner of com- 
peting and paralle] lines of railroad,’’ 
and also prohibiting the formation of any 
commission which is in restraint of trade 
or commerce between this and any other 
state. In the opesing by Attorney Gen- 
eral Douglass the action was described 
as a suit in equity to restrain the North- 
ern Securities Company from holding 
stock in each of these roads. 

The complaint charged that the state 
owned 3,000,900 acres of land and various 
institutions located on the right of way 
of two railways, and, therefore, the state 
had a special interest in preserving com- 
petition between the two carriers.

Newell Dwight Hillis a Roland for the 
latter’s Oliver and done so with some 
cold facts that should hang in the 
hair of Hillis as cockleburrs do in a 
sheep’s wool. 

Not only Dr. Abbott, but the stal- 
wart republican New York Tribune 
makes sport of the Hillis declaration 
that— 


If universal suffrage is wrong, then the 
fifteenth amendment to the constitution 
must be given up; then Abraham Lincoln 
Wag wrong in his speech at Gettysburg 
and in his inaugural, and the million sol- 
diers who gave up their lives for liberty 
spilled their blood in the interest of folly 
and superstition. 


The former shows from documenta- 
ry evidence that Mr. Lincoln was 
never in favor of “universal suffrage,” 
and when Governor Mike Hahn, of 
Louisiana, suggested to him that ne- 
groes be given the ballot, Mr. Lincoln 
would go no further than to say he 
might approve “a limited negro suf- 
frage”—say, to those negroes who 
fought in the union army and could 
read and write. That happens, singu- 
larly enough, to be the exact basis on 
which the United States authorities 
fixed the negro suffrage in the forma- 
tive elections in Cuba. 

Dr. Abbott also points out that “all 
the new constitutions of the southern 
states give the suffrage to such ne- 
groes and no more.” and consequently 
are in perfect alignment with Lin- 
coln’s ideas. And hence since the ne- 
groes of the south have now legally 
‘and actually all. that Mr. Lincoln 
thought they should have, Dr. Abbott 


| frankly says it is his belief that “Mr. 


Lincoln would not wish to see uni- 
versal suffrage forced on the south by 
congressional action or by public opin- 
ion.” 

Then’ ¢omes The New York Tribune. 
It sits Dr. Hillis on the dunce stool 
and puts in his hand “A Child’s Prim- 
er of Constitutional History,” as it 
were. It shows him that the consti- 
tutional convention of 1787 never al- 
lowed for'a moment a suggestion of 
universal suffrage and that such a 
doctrine had no standing until nearly 
fifty years after the constitution was 
adopted. It then emphatically stuffs 
into the ear of Hillis these news items, 


‘that must work much to his discom- 


fort, as well as enlightenment: 

To ayote Washington as an advocate 
of universal suffrage is to substitute rhet- 
orical imaginings for matter-of-fact 
truths. The declaration that if universal 
Suffrage is wrong Lincoln was wrong is 
a grotesque non sequitur. 

The million men who went to the 
war did so primarily to save the un- 
ion, and not at all to give a vote to 
anybody, white or black. 

That last sentence graduates Dr. 
Hillis into the class cf the indocti and 
makes toothpicks of all his rhetorical 
claptrap. It is the truth, and a truth 
that is becoming widespread and in- 
structive to public opinion in the north 
with greater insistence every day. 
When it becomes dominant the race 
issue will be settled in a day.

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Up from the Ranks. 

Monday last General Charles F. 
Humphrey became quartermaster gen- 
eral ofi\the army.

~ ‘The J. Wilkes Booth Case. 

That man out in Oklahoma who con- 
fessed on his deathbed that he was 
John Wilkes Booth, the assassin of 
Lincoln, and who was reported to have 
been identified as Booth by many wit- 
nesses after his death, presents a case 
of queer insistence in a claim secretly 
made for a little purpose of glory un- 
til it has grown into an actual belief. 
Such eases are not wholly rare in hu- 
man history. 

Nevertheless, the fact is incontest- 
able that the body of John Wilkes 
Booth was recovered, -fully identified, 
his private diary taken from his. per- 
son and that it was buried in the 
Washington arsenal cells and kept. se- 
curely until delivered to his family 
for re-interment in the family burial 
plot of a Baltimore cenietery. 

In 1875 The Constitution published 
the letter sent by Edwin Booth to 
President Johnson requesting the de- 
livery of the body of his brother to 
Undertaker Weaver, of Baltimore. On 
the original letter of Edwin Booth. 
now in the possession of a citizen of 
this city, is the autograph memoran- 
dum by President Johnson of the or- 
der directed by himself in the mat- 
ter, and in which he grants the re- 
quest and directs the delivery of the 
body. \ 

That order was carried out under 
instructions that satisfied the under- 
taker and persons who knew J. Wilkes 
Booth intimately that -the remains 
‘were the right ones and so they were 
buried. All these Jlater-day Booths 
are but men who have assumed the 
role from foolish bravado or become 
monomaniacs on the subject until 


they have convinced themselves that 


they were what they were not—the 
original assassin of President Lin- 
coln.

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Mr. Smith and the Race Issue. 


The address made at Arlington on 
Memorial day by Hon. Charles Emory 
Smith, of The Philadelphia Press, was 
not only a speech of much more pro- 
priety, but of much more American 
statesmanship than the one delivered 
in the same place last year by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

Mr. Smith treats the old issues of 
the civil war era as closed incidents 
and by his words set his spirit front 
face to the future for a rational and 
mutually patriotic settlement of the 
new issues that have grown out of the 
old era. Foremost among these he 
justly, places the negro problem and 
says we have to deal “with a race we 
have emancipated, without having in- 
ducted them into the full privileges of 
freedom,” 

It is that statement which sounds 
like an interloping voice in his most 
admirable oration. He pleads. that 
both sections of the country will ap- 
proach such questions with mutual 
forbearance and understand’ amiably 
each the position and difficulties of 
the other. We cordially applaud the 
proposition. 

But what shall we think of Mr. 
Smith’s statement above quoted when 
we remember that but a few days pre- 
vious to its utterance he presided over 
a meeting in Philadelphia, in aid of a 
Georgia negro industrial school, at 
which Colonel A. K. McClure boldly 
and without a challenge said: 

The only solution of the great problem 
lies in the united efforts of the north 
and south to give the colored man a fair 
chance in the industrial world. No mat- 
ter how much we hear about the progress 
of the negro, there are no opportunities 
for the colored ‘man in this city, save 
in the most menial occupations. The 
northern mechanic will not permit the 
negro to work by his side. We must not 
only educate the blacks, but we also 
must educate the whites. There is just 
as much responsibility in the north for 


the colored man’s position as there is in 
the south. 


Mr. Smith’s remark hints at negro 
disfranchisements in the south. Can- 
not he await the’ judgment of the su- 
preme court of the United States on 
that question as patiently as we of 
the south? The majority of that court 
is of the political complexion of his 
negro party and there should be no 
over-anxiety as to negro suffrage due 
with him. 

In the meantime how will it serve 
to apply his words at Arlington to the 
conditions in Philadelphia described 
in the blunt way of Colonel McClure. 
“Is not a man worth more than a 
sheep?” And is not the right of the 
negro to work in any field of honest 
toil at the north worth*quite as much 
as his right to vote in the south?

“As Dr. Abbott well sil oad, we cannot for- 
get the past: We ought not to want to 
forget the past, with ‘all its memories, 
and the great achievements in valor, in 
patriotism, in love and sacrifice for coun- 
try, which, upon both sides of that great 
struggle, astonished and challenged the 
admiration of the civilized world, and 
showed the stuff of which an American 
citizen was made.

The Value of Schools. 

Before presenting the diplomas Mr. 
Douglas ‘spoke briefiy on the value of 
schools, especially the high schools to 
Atlanta. He said that the value of the 
grammar school to a city was now gen- 
erally admitted; that not to have them 
is to graduate children from idleness, the 
devil's work. shop, into the chaingang; 
that a year out of school means a year 
out of a child’s life. That good schools 
and good citizenship are synonymous, the 
latter being the direct result-of the for- 
mer; that last year 1,500 children whose 
names he had on record were denied ad- 
mission to the public schools of this city; 
that the school census just finished gives 
Atlanta 22,500 children of school age, but 
that there were only 12,500 in school. 
Where are the rest? 

We are told that the city has no money 
to provide school fatvilities for these chil- 
dren, and yet this year $16,000 was appro- 
priated for chert pavements and $9,000 
for laying asphalt on Be@achtree and 
Whitehall streets. Which is _ better, 
trained minds for our children or im- 
proved pavements for our streets? The 
streets can wait for the paving, but our 
children cannot wait. The years are 
stealing their childhood from them. 

High schools are a necessity to At- 
lanta for these reasons: 

1. Since all other cities have high 
schools we must maintain one, too, or 
have the very undesirable distinction of 
failing to care for the education of our 
children as other cities care/for theirs. 

2. The high schools are the best in- 
centive to better work in the grammar 
schools. 

3. They offer all, rich and poor, oppor- 
tunity of reaching higher levels. 

4. The Girls’ High school is an econom- 
ical investment for the city. The Horace 
Mann High school of New York, which 
é6ffers no better instruction than is to 
be found in our Girls’ High school, 
charges $200 per year tuition. If our 500 
students in the high schoo] were to pay 
$200 per year their schooling would cost 
$100,000, whereas the Girls’ High schoot of 
Atlanta costs for tuition of these 500 stu- 
dents only $16,000 per year. 

5. Since the prosperity of a community 
depends upon the status of the home, 
one of the great advantages derived from 
our Girls’ High school ts the influence 
of these students and graduates upon 
the homes from which they come, in the 
stimulating of higher ideals in these 
homes. 

6. Our high school has made 400 girls 
self-supporting. These 400 girls are earn- 
ing an average of $400 per year; that is, 
an expense of $16,000 per year results in 
the earning and spending here in At- 
lanta of $160,000, giving to the city 1,000 
per cent of the money expended in main- 
taining the Girls’ High school.

BADLY BEATEN

More Rain Fell in Last Twenly- 
four outs Than Ever Before 


Showers, with Unsettled Conditions, 
Are Expected To Continue Today 
and Probably Sunday. 
Clear Skies at 4 
Premium. 


The weather today is likely to be un- 
settled with more showers. 

As was predicted in The Constitution, 
the twenty-four hours ending at 7 o’clock 
yesterday morning broke the record for 
that period’so far only as the month of 
June was concerned. Between 7 o'clock 
Thursday morning and 7 o’clock Thurs- 
day night 2.32 inches of rain fell. From 
7 o’clock Thursday night until 7 o’ clock 
yesterday morning .54 inch fell, mak- 
ing 2.86 inches for the twenty-four hours. 
The previous record for any twenty-four 
hous in June was 2.62 inches. Between 
7 o’clock in the morning and 7 o’clock 
last evening .36 inch fell. , 

That Atlanta has been having six kinds 
of weather every day, with plenty left 
over for Sunday, no one who has been 
trying to hurry around between show- 
ers will deny. But here are 4@ few fig- 
ures that are sure to prove cheerfully 
interesting when it is remembered that 
Atlanta’s average annual rainfall is a 
fraction over 50 inches. 

The average rainfall of Cherrapunji, 
Assam, India, is 493.2 inches. At this sta- 
tion in 1860, 699.7 imches, or 68.5 feet, 
fell. At the same place in August 22 feet 
of rain fell, and in five successive days 
there was precipitation to the amount of 
99 inches in every twenty-four hours. 
But the world’s record was broken at 
this place in 1861, when the almost in- 
credible amount of over 7% feet fell 
at Sherrapunji. 

All of which figures make. this wet 
weather a‘ little easier to bear, for how 
would you like to be a Cherrapunjian? 

Probably the smallest rainfalls in the 
world occur in southeastern California 
and western Arizona, where the average 
annual rainfalls are less than 3 inches, 
and the coy and elusive umbrella are 
almost an unnecessary expense.’ Camp 
Mohave, Arizona, is at the foot of the 
list with an annual] rainfall on the aver- 
age of only 1.85 inches, or far less thaw 
twelve hours’ rainfall in Atlanta last 
Thursday. The nearest thing to no 
rain at all for an entire year was that 
recorded at Irdia of .10 of an’ inch. 

Yesterday's temperatures showed that 
the weather in Atlanta is gréwing warm- 
er, although it is still five points cooler 
than normal. The normal mean tcemper- 
ature for June 5 is 73, while the mean of 
yesterday was 68 degrees with 72 as 
the maximum and 6 as the minimum. 

The storm of yesterday. which was gen- 
eral aver the entire Mississippi valley, 


moved a trifie to the east, but did not 
reach the Atlantic coast.

Wa 
may be mistaken in our analysis of the 
market, but from the action of the larger 
traders we think there is a growing im- 
pression that the cottun market is a sale 
on every advance, There is all this cot- 
ton here in New York hanging over 
July and August, and with new crop 
months selling at 91-2@93-4 and 1l0c the 
price is high enough until a crop disaster 
is proved. Both last year and the year 
before spinners of the world bought their 
cotton, or at least the majority of it, be- 
low 81-2c. With the price 91-2c at the 
present time, tne whole question of con- 
sumption is an opinion. For thig reasun 
we are willing to advise caution on the 
buying side for awhile and would rather 
wait for a good break beforé making 
cotton investments.

E. F. Cost, genergl traffic manager of 
the Seaboard Air Line; James Menzies_of 
Savannah; C. B, Compton, of Louisvile; 
Walker D, Hines, first vice president of 
the Louisville and Nashville; 8. F. Par- 
rott, chairman of the §outheastern 
Freight Association; T. M. Emerson, vice 
president of the Coast Line; H. M. Emer- 
son, of the Coast Line; W. A. Winburn, 
vice president and traffic manager of the 
Central; W. E. Estes, general freight 
agent of the Central, J. M. Cutler, of Ma- 
con, and M. V. Mahoney. of the Wrights- 
ville and Tennille. There were several 
lawyers present also. 

At this conference matters of interest 
to the roads represented were gone over 
with care.

State Bar Association Meets 
This Afternoon at | 
Tallulah. 


The Georgia Bar Association meets this 
year at Tallulah Falls. The meeting is 
to be held at the Lodge and will con- 
vene af 10 o’clock on the morning of July 
2, the session lasting three days. It will 
be opened by an address by the Hion. 
Burton Smith, of Atlanta, the president 
of the association. 

The ffeature of the association will 
be the address by Judge A. B. Parker, 
of the New York court of appeals. Br. 


Smith has just heard again from Judge 
Parker to the effect that he will cer- 
tainly be on hand to make the address. 

Anything which Judge Parker may say 
at the present time is of especial in- 
terest on account of the possibility of his 
becoming a candidate for the presidency. 
His addrese. will probably be delivered 
om July 3, ‘the second day of the meet- 
ing. 

Among other speakers may be men- 
tioned Hon. lL.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 5.—The bears had a 
field day on the stock exchange today and 
the professional Operators sold stocks 
with such enthusiasm that they found 
themselves somewhat over-extended _to- 
ward the close and had something of a 
scramble to get back stocks to cover 
their short sales. The turbulent and ex- 
cited market gave rise to many rumors 
ef all degrees of credibility. These ail 
pointed to disaster during the early part 
of the day,. while the prevailing sentiment 
quickly shifted in a manner very char- 
acteristic of the stock market, to exceed- 
ingly roseate views when prices turned 
upward in the final hour. The final rally 
made clear that professional raiding tac- 
tics pleyed an important part in the day’s 
declines. But the unsettied state of feel- 
ing among securities holders was clearly 
evident from the success of the raiders 
in dislodging long stock. That there was 
heavy liquidatiog, during the day is be- 
yond question. Part of it was forced 
by extensive calling of-.ioans. The call- 
ing of loans, according to some views, 
was for account of one of a powerful 
financial group with the purpose of forc- 
ing down prices, and thus affording an 
opportunity to buy in at an advantage. 
Stocks in which thijg financial group is the 
dominant power have been amongst those 
most severely handled in the late collapse, 
and the gossip of the board room credit- 
ed the leaders of this group with an ad- 
ditional purpose to extend their power 
into other fields. An influential voice in 
the affairs of the Pennsylvania railroad is 
alleged to be the aim of the’ campaign 
and to explain the recent persistent at- 
tacks 9n Pennsylvania stock for the pur- 
pose of accumulation. Pennsylvania af- 
ter lowering its record for this move- 
ment by a gmall] fraction developed sup- 
port that became rather steady, although 
very active around last night's level. 
The bare effect upon sentiment of the 
recent large selling in tihs stock was still 
perceptible today. Fears for the crops 
obviously played a part also in the day's 
heaviest declines, which were amongst 
the cotton and corn grangers. The south- 
western cqjiton carriers were especially 
affected, and Atchison and Union Pacific 
touched a new low record for the move- 
ment.

New York, June 5.~—There was no mar- 
ket in Liverpool today and there will be 
none tomorrow, so the local speculation 
has moderated in sympathy. The Chron- 
icle issued its annual estimate of acreage 
today and showed an increase of 6.21 per 
cent, which, compared with an increase of 
Only 3.7 per cent, reported by the bureau 
yesterday. This caused a rush to sell at 
the opening, led by the large spot houses 
who are supposed to be short to the mills. 
It was soon discovered that while its per- 
centage of increase was greater, The 
Chronicle’s actual report in acres merely 
brought the area planted up to that al- 
ready reported by .the government. In 
other words, the government reports the 
total acreage at 28,907,000 acres, and The 
Chronicle at 28,995,000 acres. When this 
fact became generally appreciated the 
sales were rapidly absorbed and efforts at 
further depression ceased, though the buy- 
ing demand did not assume sypfficjent vol- 
ume to cause full reactions from the early 
declines. Taken altogether, The Chroni- 
cle report wags evidently intended to be 
bearish. but it did not carry much weight 
in view of its wide divergence from other 
conservative authorities, even omitting 
the govérnment. The Journal of Com- 
merce as a result of an exhaustive fnves- 
tigation a week ago declared the acreage 
had increased less than 1 per cent.

New York, June 6.—Bredstreet’s 
morrow will say: 

“Wholesale trade is still seasonably 
dull, and disastrous floods have checked 
trade and transportation in t south- 
west.
